Recognition of Kowloon 

Addressing . the gathering in 
the Club Hall, Mr. E. Cock, 
M.B.E., late President of the 
Kowloon Residents’ Association, 
saidi— ye dens ‘ 

We are gathered together this 
evening to celebrate the recogni- 
tlon-of Kowloon and to.congratu- 
late the two genticmen who have 
been chosen to represent our dis- 
trict in the Legislative Council. 

I don’t need to tell you how 
Kowloon has grown for that is 
evidént to all But there are 
some. aspects to which it may not 
be amiss for me to invite your 
attention, 7 ‘ 

The Colony.of Hong Kong can 

be roughly divided up into dis- 
-tinct regions; thus we have the 
Peak and Mid Level districts in 
which the Europeans predomin- 
ate, the Eastern district of the 
city which is partly Naval and 
Military but largely international, 
the Western portion which is al- 
most entirely Chinese, the 
‘Central district which is th2 
business part and lastly | Kow- 
loon, which is, I think, the most 
heterogeneous or international. 

It is reasonable, in a sense, to 
find fess cohesion in an intor- 
national district, to have less ten- 
dency to weld for the common 
weal: and therefore to have: less 
voice in public affairs, particular- 

- ly so when the growth is so rapid 
as that of Kowloon, and it is 
only in the last ten years that 
any real attempt has been made 
‘at combination. There “is, how-, 
ever, a growing public spirit and 
‘Y think I should remind you that 
‘the first coherent call for repre- 
sentation of Kowloon came from 
, the Kowloon, Residents 'Associa- 
tion, ~ = ae 
Representation Principle 

Even when the principle of re- 
presentation is agreed there still 
remains the difficult problem how 
the election or selection of repre- 

. seatatives should be made. _ 
suppose there are probably as 
many Europeans liying in Kow- 
loon as there are in any other dis- 
trict, ‘and I think it likely that 
many of them spend the greater 
part of their working lives here, 
and I have no doubt that some 
_of them feel that they should be 
among the first to have direct re- 
presentation, forgetting perhaps, 
that their’ nationals are very 
much in the majority when one 
regards the official as well as the 
‘unofficial sides of the ‘Council. 

Again, the Chinese are the 
most numerous, but in addition 
‘to their honoured representatives 
they have a special Government 
Department of their own. The 
large and important Portuguese 

_ community ‘have really had less 
yepresentation than their situa- 
tion in our Colony warrants and 
I make bold to say that I think 
the appointment of a Portuguese 
gentleman to be a member of the 

’ Legislative ‘Council is a proper 
one. ; \ . eee

From the nature of his voca- 
tion “Mr. .Braga , has .his ear 
to the world and one may 
be sure. that he is not only in 
touch with world politics but also 
that the more local situation, in 
which we are all so deeply inter- 
ested, will be laid out fully before 
him. Public service - with. its 
honours earries heavy. responal- 
bilities and calls for a good deal 
of self-sacrifice and of this we 
have an outstanding example in 
the Hon. Dr. Tso, Never too 
much in the limelight, never over 
aysertive, lacking somewhat some 
of the. pose which’ to us is_a 
feature of his countrymen, Dr. 
Tso with his quiet and almost 
diffident ways has made friends 
with all classes and peoples. 

Both the Kowloon representa- 
tives live in Kowloon and I think 
tam voicing . the wish of the 
majority when I say that I hope 
that this qualification will always 
be required of Kowloon members, 
for to know one must have ex- 
perience to which imagination 
and report are ‘secondary, 

We march’ with the Govern- 
ment, we support them as and 
when required and jwhen we co 
our duties as citizens we are en- 
titled and we demand that. they 
pay adequate heed to our safety, 
our comfort and all those other 
things which are civilisation. 

Mr. Braga and Dr. Tso, I hope 
Ihave spoken fairly and that I 
have said what most of us: here 
ave thinking. We look to you to 
work for us and in return we 
pledge . our assistance and sup- 
port, and finally we wish to both 
of‘you health and happiness in 
your enlarged spheres of activity.

Speaking on behalf of the 
Chinese residents of the Penin-. 
sula, Mr. F. C, Mow Fung said:— 

‘There can be no doubt whatso- 
ever but that the selection of the 
fon. Mr. J, P, Braga and the Hon, 
Dr. 8. W. Tso — two worthy local 
residents of long standing—as 
the two new Unofficial members

A ‘committee meeting of the 
Penang ‘and Kedah Automobile 
Association was held at Sungui 
Patani on February 8 when many 
matters of importance to Malayan 
motorists were discussed. 

Mr. Jack, presiding, gave a 
‘engthy report in a special meet- 
‘tng he had attended) in Kuala 
Lumpur to consider the 
question | of the proposed 
formation of a Malayan Automo- 
bile Association. He pointed out 
that the decisions arrived at were 
only in the nature of recommend- 
ations, and had first to be approv- 
ed by motoring clubs already in 
existence in Malaya. Represen- 
tatives from Perak, Singapore, 
Selangor, and Negri Sembilan 
were present at that meeting and, 
after discussion, ‘it was recom- 
mended that a Malayan Motor 
Association should be formed, to 
be known.as the Automobile As- 
3ociation of Malaya, for the pur- 
cose of dealing with motoring 
matters affecting all associations, 
‘egislation for the uniformity 0: 
‘oad signs, improvement in main 
communications, trials, etc. 

The Secretary reported that he 
had written to the general mana- 
ger of the F.M.S. Railways. point- 
ing out that it was‘the habit of 
cailway officials to close the gates 
at level crossings against road 
traffic when a train was station- 
ay, and that this action often 
zaused annoyance. He also point- 
id, out that it was unnecessary, 
and suggested ‘that the gates 
reed only be closed when trains 
were about to move over’ Ane par- 
ticular section of the line guarded 
by the gates. 

The Committee decided to hold 
a speed trial in Kedah this month. 
ind to postpone the. suggested 
rymkhana-until the middle of the 
year. Two sub-committees ware 
appointed in connection with this 
event, and it was provisionally 
decided to hold races: in 18, differ- 
ent. classes.

REMARKABLE DECORATIONS 
yo NOTED . 


This Js the age of colour, Gay 
coloir dominates our homes, our 
streets, our buildings—and the 
exterior of the modern car. The 
sports ‘model flaunts red wings with 

‘aluminium polished | body; the 
“touring car is a: pleasing combina- 


tion. of green and cream, and the 
saloon is a aymphony in brown 
and beige. These clever , and at- 
tractive, schemes, ‘however, are 
mainly confined to the outaide, and 
although they brighten the etreeta 
‘and cheer the heart of the passer- 
by, the owner obtains little benefit 
from the skilful colour blending of 
the cpachbuilder. The colour scheme 
should be carried inside the car a8 
well, so that the advantage of 
colour may be enjoyed by the motor 
owner himself and his passengers 
» (wrltes W/A.GiM. in’ the “Motor.”) 
On a warm, sunny day, the interior 
of a closed’ car may b? kept cool by 
the use of colour; on a frosty winter 
evening, colour can make the closed 
car warm and inviting. The only 
way in which these {deal conditions 
. may be realised is to plan a definita 
colour acheme a8 an expert plans 
the decoration of a room. 
Various Colour Schemes 

. Some colours absorb the heat, 
others reflect it. , The former are 
generally alluded to as the ‘‘cool”” 
colours, and the latter as “warm” 
colours, Cool colours are green 
and blue; warm colours are red, 
wine, Maroon,, orange and flame. 
Others which may be called neutral, 
ure grey, black, stone and polished 
aluminium.- To\obtain a cool at- 
moaphere, the cool colours should be 
utilised; to create a warm interior, 

the warm colours should be used. 
‘As a’ groundwork for 4 colour 
scheme, the upholstery work should 
be fitted with loose detachable 
covers. When made by an expert 
they can be a perfect fit., Pieces 
should be cut and fitted to the door 
panels, the arms and head-resta and 
the roof. The floor should recéive 
special attention, for a very thick 
carpet is essential to give comfort. 
The sheepskin-type of rug - is 
frequently used for the rear com- 
partment of a saloon, but it {sg not 
suitable for the purpose. It col- 
lecta dust and dirt, fs impossible 
to clean thoroughly, and: coins or 
small articles dropped by accident 
are extremely difficult to find owing 
to the long straggly pile. It is far 
better, and in the long run cheaper, 
to buy a hand-made Axminster 
carpet of a thick, fine weave, which 
can be made in any colour and 
exactly to the shape of ‘the floor. 
It will He evenly, will not move 
about, and its thick, luxuriant tread 
ts very pleasant to the foot. Blinds 
or curtains of unfadable. fabric 
should be made for the windows, 
while, tiny lamp shades for the roof 
or,corner lights will help to com-’ 
plete the decorative effect, 

The interior colour scheme must 
not clash in any way with the ap- 
pearance of, the outside; on the 
contrary, the two should blend 
happily.

With the immense variety of un- 
fadable fabrics now $n the market, 
there is no need to restrict the 
furnishings and decoration of the 
limousine and saloon to the drabs 
and greys which eo many coach- 
builders offer. The range of 
fabric 1s so wide, indeed, that the 
ordinary coach-builder is unable to 
keep anything ke o representa- 
tive’ selection, and any owner who 
wants to obtain «exactly the right 
soft furnishing department of 3 
shade will find that a visit to the 
furniture spore will result in his 
discovering -exactly the colour 
desired. ee 

In choosing frabies for interiors, 
all. large, bold patterns should be 
avolded, as they’ make the. most 
spacious , saloon appear small. 
Plain, semi-plain,. two-toned and 
small striped fabrics are the most 
suitable. The roof should always 
be plain. Artifical silks are not 
satisfactory for loose covers, al- 
though they are ideal for curtains 
and roof.’ Linens, plain repé, 
heavy cottons and popling are good 
for loose covers, as they all clean 
beautifully and keep their shape in 
use. Many of them are guaranted 
for 12 .months. against fading.

FUEL INJECTION 
REPLACING | THE 
\CARBURETTER 
_ A British engineer now resident 
in Stockholm has just perfected and 
patented the | following unique 
syatem of fuel injection of which 
we are able to give an exclusive 
description (writes the Motor’). 
The dovice is simple to make and 
is easy to fit to an ordinary engine, 
whilst it confers the advantages that 
almost any fuel can de burnt, that 
the engine will start from cold with- 
out difficulty, and that both the 
carburetter and the vacuum feed 

tank become unnecessary. : 

The pump unit consists of a 
shallow circular chamber contained 
in a casting, and one of these units 
is screwed into each cylinder of the 
engine go as'to be in communication 
with the combustion chamber. At 
the sides of the casting there ara 
suction and delivery valves of a 
aimple spring-loaded automatic type 
connected by piping’ to the supply 
tank and to a delivery. valve in an- 
other cylinder. In other , words, 
the pump unit. on one cylinder 
delivers fuel to the injector unit on 
another cylinder, and the way in 
which all the connections are made 
simply depends upon the type of 
engine and the firing order.
